The crop is 
heavier than ii was at first. 


Tri Globe’s special was at the 4th siding on 
the C.P.R., 180 miles west of Winnipeg on 
July 2nd, on his way through the North-West. 
Hope he won't forget to give Edmonton a call 
and speak as truthfully of what he sees as he 
did last fall. 

It is expected that during this year the C. 
P.R.Co. will bring into the Province, for 
their own use, ad0ut 50,000 tons of coal. If 
the means of communication were properly 
developed every ton of ‘his amount could be 
Jaid duwn at Selkirk from E lmonton as cheap- 
lv as the American cval can be.

There is no truth im the report that the 
Kicking “orse Pass is being abandoned by the 
C.P.R. engineers as a route for the railway. 
The line is being located each way irem the 
summit, and the surveyors say that the work 
of corstruction will not’ be nearly so difficult 
as on many of the mountain railroads in the 
States. The most difficult part is that on the 
west side of the mountains, where the drod is 
very sudden into the valley of the Columbia. 
Parties are still at work in the Selkirk range, 
where some of them wintered, and Major 
Rodgers is still of the opinion that a practica- 
ble route through the range exists. One tun- 
nel is spoken of 1,100 long, but whether this 
is the longest or whether there are many of 
them or not is not known. David Macdou- 
gall drove a herd of beef cattle up to the 
survey parties lately and Major Hurd talks 
of making a cart road along the line to the 
summit.

The rail 
road graders commenced work there about 
the 12th of July. The road runs across ihe 
corner of Mr. Stebbing’s claim. There ts 
great speculation as to the route of the road 
but nothing is certain until the yralers are at 
work. It is now being constructed several 
miles south ef the line first surveyed. The 
Government reserved a township at Che cross 
ing of the creek but it had been a | takea up 
six weeks betore they thought of reserving 1. 
A similar case occurred at Moose Jaw Cree k 
The railroad grading is principally done wi h 
machines. It is not expected that the track 
will be laid past Qu’Appetle until Septern ber 
and perhaps not then. Mr. Stebbing hai a 
splendid trip down and is much pleased with 
the Red Deer River country. The coal on the 
Belly River was the best he ever saw, having 
Surned it on the open prairie.

The ©.P.R. main line was completed to | 
Broadview, some 125 miles west of Brandon, 
on the 17th of July. 


The massacre of Europeans in Alexandria, 
Egypt, by a military mob under command of 
Arabi Bey, news of which arrived by last mail, 
has resulted in the taxing of Alexandria and 
the occupation of the Suez eanal by the Brit- 
ish. The British fleet opened fire on the Alex- 
andria forts ai 7 am., July 11th, and in two 
hours the greater part of the guns were si- 
lenced. Before nizht the forts were ruined, 
and abandoned, the guns dismounted, the 
magazines blown up, 1,500 Arabs and Egyp- 
tians killed and 2,000 wounded, with a total 
loss to the British of five killed and 27 wound- 
ed. Onthe night of the 12th the Egyptian 
army evacuated the city and a small force of 
British occupied it on the 15th. The British 
Government is making every preparation for 
further warlike operations.

THE MAIL. 

The order for the mail to travel in future, 
boln in winter and summer, between Battle- 
ford and Edmonton by way of Fort Pitt and 
the north side of the river is not likely te add 
any to the efficiency of the service. While 
that route is undoubtedly the best in winter 
it isas uncoubtedly the worst in sumer,

The road from 
Battleford to Ft. Pitt is nearly as yood as on 
the present trail but the trouble begins this 
side of Fort Pitt. The road between that 
place and Elmonton keeps close along the 
bank of the Saskacchewan, crossiag all the 
creeks where the current is swiftest, the 
creek largest and the valley deepest. There 
are ten ol them between Pitt and Edmonton 
that are swimming deep in hizh water and 
some of them are quite dangerous, especialiy 
those this side of Victoria. Besides the large

Besides the delay, 
there isa great danger of Icsing the mail al- 
together in rafting some of the creeks during 
high water as they are regular torrents, and 
if a person crossing misses the lending on the 


opposite side he cannot get ashore until he |

These diffi- 
culties will be a bar to the bringing of passen- 
gers by this route, and the time has now ar- 
rived when a stage line is a necessity and 


would be a paying institution if the road were | 


passable, but few people will care to run the 
risk and face the inconvenience that they 
must of necessity enceunter on this north 
road, during times of high water. 

The only way to make this road passable in 
ail seasons is to bridge the creeks and it is not 
likely that either the Dominion Government 
orthe North-West-Council will see fit to do 
this, as it would require an outlay of several 
thousand dollars. Were this done, however, 
it would not only benefit the mail service but 
would be to the advantage of the settlers at 
the different points along the river, by giving 
them better communication with each other 
and would have a tendency to cause ne set- 
tlements to be formed aad the old ones to in- 
crease, but the mere fact of the proposition 
being reasonable is sufficient to condemn it 
in the eyes of either the general or local gov- 
ernments. 

The reason given for the change in the 
route is that Ft. Pitt and Victoria with the 
settlements to the north of the latter plac 
might have the benefit of mail facilities, and 
this is quite right, but unless the road is made 
passable there is very little use in ordering
